hygiene and sanitation. 


Confined to the premises outlined 


there is no valid objection to public 
health work, Dr. French told the di- 
rectors present and gave it as his 
opinion also that there was little ob- 
jection among the people who had an 
understanding of the work toeing done 
by the different agencies promoting 
put>Iffc health.

With the repeal by the revenue act 


of 1921 of the so-called "luxury tax" 
on articles v£ men's and women's 
wearing apparel and other changes in 
tax legislation, the Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue has issued new regula- 
tions ( 47 and 48), relating respective- 
ly, to the excise tax on sales by tha 
manfacturer of certain articles—auto- 
mobiles and 
accessories, 
cameras, 


candy, firearms, cigar and cigarette 
holders, liveries, hunting garments, 
carpets, rugs, trunks, etc.—and the 
excise tax on works of art and jew- 
elry. 


The principal changes in the latter 


taxes are that tbe tax on works of 
art is reduced from to 5 per cent 
and that the tax on jewelry and simi- 
lar articles, which remains at^ 5 per 
cent, no longer includes gold or sil- 
ver ornamented^ glasses and 
spec- 


tacles. The tax on works of art at- 
taches on all sales except the orig- 
inal sale by the artist, a sale to an 
educaticnal Institution or public art 
museum and sales by dealers for re- 
sale. 


While the tax on musical instru- 


ments has been repealed, certain In- 
struments such as cornets, clarinets, 
etc, if made of or ornamented with 
silver or other precious metal are 
taxable

Minneapolis, tola the members or tne 
Bismarck Commercial club hero to- 
day. 
Analyzing carefully all of the 


elements entering into business con- 
ditions today, especially as it affected 
the selling of goods, the obtaining oi' 
credit, and the development of ex- 
ports Mr.~5Iosrer in the course of an 
extended speech, reached the conclu- 
sion that individual buying power was 
the need of the present hour and that 
individual buying power would return 
when tfte factories had demands for 
goods. 


"For nearly two years the Ninth I 


Federal Reserve District has suffered I 
from acute business depression. 
Its I 


grain prolucts, corn, copper, lumber, 
and all the other items of production 
have suffered from radical declines in 
the market. 
The transition from a 


period of great prosperity and high 
prices to a period of slack demand 
for what we have tn sell was unex- 
pectedly sudden. There has been a 
decline in prosperity which has seri- 
ously affected our largest business, 
which is agriculture and stock rais- 
ing, and whicli has been felt propor- 
tionately' all the way down the line 
to the man who works for wages. 


Prosperity >"ot Accidental. 


Prosperity or the lack of it is not 


accidental. 
An analysis 
of 
facts 


ought to determine what causes it, or 
upon the other hand, why it is lack 
ing. The prime factors of prosperitj 
are apparently (as) a s'ttiisfactory 
power o£ absorption in the foreign 
markets; 
tb> an adequate domestic 


market and consumption;

amine these factors we can probably 
discern why business has uecn de- 
pressed.

cream to a temperature of fifty de- 
grees and hold it at such a tempera- 
ture until sold." 
Mr. Flint then de- 


veloped the co-operation he desired 
from the lumbermen of the state in 
helping to introduce a fairly standard 
cooling equipment and concluded:

real purpose, of course, of such 


effort is to promote better methods 
of handling cream, to the end that a 
better grade of butter fat may be 
made and relatively higher prices 
paid. There is a broader aspect that 
shtuid interest you. and that is, when 
a farmer becomes interested in dairy- 
ing and realizes that in such an ef- 
fort lies a reliable source of income, 
he will naturally tend to develop his 
herd and improve his method. This, 
in turn, calls for .better barn, silos, 
dairy house, and because of these fea- 
tures, properly managed, are inevi 
tably aspociated with better feeding 
and breeding of live stock, a higher 
stanl ird tf living can be maintained 
which calls for a better home.

ger.

To the 
credit of candidates, according to the 
secretary of state, most of them have 
followed -a clearly defined pathway in 
the past, a pathway marked out for 
themselves, by themselves and which 
has stood the test of the scrutiny of 
the Secretary of State insofar that the 
candidates have found their names on 
ballot at each succeeding election. The 
Secretary of State suspects this year 
that candidates will follow this path- 
way of past candidates. 


How to Become Candidate
